Corona Phenomena Featured 
•By Dr. Douglas In - 
Library 

pSATURINO all the successful 
photographs of the last total 
eclipse of the sun, as well as all the 
-literature that has been published 
about it during the months of 
July and Augiist last, Is an ex- 
hibit place' In the Redpath Lib- 
rary by D.. Vibert Douglas of tlie 
Physics;- Faculty This exhibit also 
includes'' photographs of previous 
eclipses. 

On being questioned about the 
exhibit, Dr. Douglas stated that 
she herself did not see the Cor- 
ona, as the sun was obscured by 
clouds at her point of observation, 
Magog, but that the pictures' to 
the exhibit were taken by people 
at otbér yantage-potote where the 
clouds did not cover up the sun's 
face. Mr. Douglas also pointed 
out that it was necessary to' ta- 
clude in the exhibit some, photo- 
graphs of previous eclipses to 
-order "to give the spectator a fair 
Idea of this rare phenomenon.

The Fortress" by Hngh Walpole, 
Company. 811 pages. $2.50.

The unusually accurate and honest descrip- 
tion ion Lthéïdustcover of Mr. Walpole's latest book 
sums up some eight hundred pages of family his- 
tory In these words: '"The Fortress" is tlie third 
volume of the Herries Chronicles 
menced In 'Rogue Herries' and continued w'Jud- 
ith Paris.' It may, however be read without know- 
ledge of these earlier volumes. The principal fig- 
ures in 'The Portress' are, of the older generation, 
Walter Herries of Westdwayâ, and Jennifer Her- 
ries and Judith Paris of Uldale. There Is a feud 
between these two branches ol the Herries family, 
and this feud' reaches its climax In the course of 
this book. The younger members of the family in^ 
volved in It are the twpichildren of Walter Her- 
ries, XThland and Elizamfe^the son of Jennifer, 
John, and Adam? the illegltlmate son of Judith 
Paris." 

"The Fortress" covers a period of English social 
life from 1825 to 1875, and thé background is in 
part CumberlanS, In part London. Against this 
background the drama is played out between Uh' 
land, Elizabeth, John and Adam, and the whole 
undierlytag purpose of this chronicle of an English 
family is developed a stage further. But, as in the 
volume that , preceded "The Fortress," Judith Paris 
remains the principal figure, and by her personal 
ity holds all the many varied threads together. 

The book is long— too lonè for readers who are 
not. Walpole fans and It Is distinctly not of the 
stature of '' HggueJH errles,'' the first of the Her- 
ries series. 'J^j^^^ criticism levelled at the book 
Is that Itîlsin^^Sî^ùtii'weak Galsworthy," which 
Is mostninfalPand^a very SI 
'The Fortress." Mr. Walpole has h^id consider- 
able experience in the writing of chronicles of this 
type, the "Jeremy" series and the "Polchester" ser 
les are more or less in. the tradition of his latest 
collection, his stylé, methods of character analysis 
and general treatment of such thèmes Is most un- 
like the manner of Mr. Galsworthy; "The Forsyte 
Saga" and the Herries chronicles are alike only in 
that they are both records of English families. 

It would, of course, be too much to expect that 
a continuous level of excellence be malnfahied 
throughout a novel of this kind, admittedly many 
sections of the book are fustian, but thesé -sèd' 
tions serye a purpose— thejr^^ are but background in 
front of which move the- priricipal-'chVraotèrs, 
Characters nothing more than supernumery throng 
the book acting as foils , to Judith and her son 
Adam, hundreds of men and women, Herries for 
the most part, appear and disappear, moving 
across the crowded stage.' 

Thé book is as English as marmalade^ for 
breakfast, it is more than: satuirated wltli^a spfrit 
thàt is typically Herries, a spirit of the aupreinacy 
of England. The grèat mdyements of' the nine 
teeiilii' century industrial iaii'd iioclil ^aré in large 
part employed by the author In buïldirig up his 
backffound. 

The Chartist movement, the Com Laws and 
Reform agitations arid the Great Exhililtlon are 
presented to us as they are Seen through the eyes 
of,JiariouS members of the Herries family, the lit 
ef&ry figures of the time are utilized, by Mr. Wal- 
pole only in order to assist in the deUneation of 
his characters; thus Hartley* Coleridge is a' friend 
of Judith Paris, Adam . Paris v^rrltes for Charles 
Dickens' magazines, and Disraeli and Harrison 
Alnsworth are guests at a reception in Will Her 
ries' London Hoiise. 

Another method which Mr. Walpole has adopt 
ed in ati attempt at making his period more real 
is that of descrbiing the dross and manners of his 
characters in the most minute detail. Especially 
Is this evident as far as his women characters are 
oo^^wdj^his descriptions, if they.. were to be col 
lecteSliwUld form a fashion parade of clothes 
whièh were worii in almost, every decade of the^ 
.nineteenth centiiry. 

If Those who have read .Mr. Walpole's earlier 
novels, and havé enjoyed them as we have done, 
will certainly not. be disappointed in this . latest 
addition to the Herries chain. The fourth #ind last 
book . of . the series, " Vanessa" is ; to appear in the 
autuihn of 1Ô33, , r : W^^^M 



had been forced to leave Ireland proper. Impor- 
timed by his wife he accepts the position cf 
schoohnastcr on the island of Nafa which was of- 
fered to him by Father .Modairv the priest of the 
parish. He vents his dissatisfaction. on his pupils 
and their parents, maintains a brutal discipline 
and keeps aloof from the native population. Gi'ad- 
ually, and mainly because of the birth of a son, he 
comes to love the people and désires to settle 
there. He becomes moro religious and extremely 
devoted to Father Moclalr. His peace is disrupted 
several years later by the sudden death of his 
child. He has nobody to cling to for he never bore 
any love to his -wife. Father Moclair also proves 
to be less of an idol than Skehett Imagined. He 
becomes brutal once more and turns against Mo- 
clalr who has enriched himself on the gifts of the 
poor; and the feud bétwcen the schoolmaster and 
the prièst which grows furious ends fihaUy with 
Skerfett becomine insane. Proud and generous, 
brutal and curiously soft, he reveals in all his ac 
tions courage and a fierce independence. 

O-Flaherty's style is dhrect and of a vivid sim- 
plicity. Here is his description^ of a village meét-^ 
ing: "Down below the church the land fell steeply 
to the sea, which was torn by the wind, with row 
upon row of white gashes in its green back. The 
wind came in sudden rushes and crookedly, whin- 
ing as If In, pain and cufling on its tracks like a 
demented thing which can only vent Its anger up- 
on itself. The people were in keeping with. the 
shrewish temper of nature. The women with their 
red petticoats and bright shawls, patched tlie 
green with blood, a colour symbol of the passion 
latent In their brooding eyes. They stood in sil- 
ence peephig modestly through the slits of their 
cowled shawls, moving now, and again sujâdenly In 
common, as the murmuring of the men broke In- 
to a passionate cry, bringing fear of swift and 
dangerous action." 

The author however nevér' perfectly realizes 
the women characters he , introduces into the book 
and the intrusion of pérsoi^aî refearks- and opin- 
ions Into the body of the novel miir an otherwise 
fine performance.

Parading Of Knowledge By 
Women Spoils Their 
Matrimonial Chances 



Winnipeg— Interviewing women on 
the subject of the men college women 
marry— or don't marry— a woman's 
page editor, was given various opin- 
ions. 

A woman member of the Manitoba 
University stafifx pointed out that of 
the dozen or so Rhodes men resident 
In Winnipeg, all but four were mar 
rled to college women. "It is only 
when a girl parades her knowledge 
that she spoils .her matrimonial 
chances," she kddéd: "It Is the half- 
educatea woman that any sensible 
man would flee. The triie scholar is 
usually less opinionated than many 
high school school girls." 

Statistics from the University Wo- 
men's Club of Winnipeg also proved 
that slightly more than half their 
membership^ have achieved matrimony, 
while 48 per cent, of the married

vorces," the secretary adds.

■n^HEN on the occasion of attaining Immortal 
Ity, Paul Valéry pronounced an eulogy oil his 
predeccssojr in the French ^ Academy, Anatole 
France, even the Anti-Anatolians were surprised 
how rarely the name .of France was mentioned 
and how damnlngly faint were his praises. Val- 
ery's attitude Is shared to a great extent in France 
and also In the United States where the so-called 
Marxist interpretation of literature . Is gaining 
ground. > The view that F'rance exemplified dégen- 
eratlon especially In his last works is spreading 
among the younger critics. In a biography of 
France entitled "The Ironic Temper" M. Haakon 
M. Chevalier sets out to examine the lasting val- 
ues of France's work and his place In literature. 
He, places him with Ovid, Erasmus, Rabelais and 
Montaigne as belonging to the Ironic temper. M 
Cheyaller thinks that the insincerity attributed to 
Franco Is due to his "raelaijcholy wisdom, set off
